Millage Failure - What 
Are The Consequences? 


Since the defeat of the school’s requested 3.4 mill 
increase in property taxes on March 31, 1975 there have 
been three major developments possibiy effecting the 
school’s operation next year. 

First. the Crawtord Gouniy Tan Anocaticn Ecard 
tentatively increased the school’s share of allocated 
millage by .75 (3/4) of a mill. 

Second, the Crawford AuSable School Board 
reduced the miilage request in the June election from 
3.4 mills to 2.65 mills because of the increase from the 
Tax Allocation Board. 

Third. the school ea forced by State law Ho) 
have a balanced budget; 
budget in the eveni the proposed millage fails. The 
alternative budget was developed by cutting 10-12% of 
the programs across the entire school system and 
included: 

The lay-off of six probationary teachers. 

The lay-off at a later date of several tenure 
teachers. 

The lay-off of July 1 of several! 
custodians, cooks and teacher aides. 

Elimination of summer swimming. recreation. 
band. basketball. and possibly driver education. 

Extensive cut backs in intramurals, athletics,

al music and instrumenta! music, 


Extensive cut backs in transportation including 
field trips. spectator buses and the late buses. 

Cutting of administrative help by returning some 
to the classroom part of the day. 

Cutting back on the purchase of teaching supplies 
and textbooks. 

Superintendent Fraser Dean. stated that because 
the school district ranks at the bottom of the state in 
its’ per pupil expenditure; the school already has an 
extremely high pupil teacher ratio. an extremely tow 
budget for materials and supplies. and extremely low 
per pupil transportation costs. Further cuts may well 
speil disaster for the pupils of the schaal district 
according to Geen:

Kirtland’s Warbler to Receive 
Added Nesting Protection 
The Kirtland's Warbler, an endangered and declining species 
of bird has been given added protection on its nasting range. Jay 
Cravens, Regional Forester for the U. S. Forest Service in 
Milwaukee has ordered three areas used by this species for nesting 
on the Huron National Forest closed to entry except by authorized 
conducted tours between May 1 and August 15. A similar closing is 


being made on nesting areas on State Forests by order of the 
Director ot tne Department of Natural Resources. 


Those people wishing to view this bird on its nesting grounds 


may still do so. Entry will be permitted only by conducted tours on 
selected areas. The Forest Service will be making such tours daily 
out of its Ranger Station at Mio starting May 17. For further 
information write or call the District Ranger, Huron National 
Forest. Mio, Michigan 48647 (Phone 517-826-3717}. The U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service will be conducting tours that will originate 
daily at the DNA Fish Hatchery in Grayling. Phone No. 
517-348-6371,

bird under the terms of the Endangered Species Act of 1973. Witha 
decline in the population from some 500 nesting pairs in 1961 to 
206 pairs in 1971, and another drop to 167 pairs in 1974, this group 
felt that this action was necessary to protect this species from any 
nossible losses by human disturbance. These birds are ground 
nesters and their nesting activities can be disrupted Dy excessive 
disturbance. ae 

In closing these areas Cravens said that the Forest Service is 
significantly increasing its efforts on the Huron National Forest to 
increase the available nesting habitat for the Kirtland’s Warbler and 
the DNR is doing likewise. Also, the Fish and Wildlife Service Is 
making a great effort to reduce the cowbirds that parasitize the 
nests cf these and other birds. "We hope that we receive the 
cooperation of ali Forest users, bird watchers, berry pickers, 
motorcyclists, and all, in heiping us to protect the Kirtland’s 
Warbler and its habitat; their survival may depend on it."

State Police to Have Special. 
Patrols Memorial Weekend 


The Michigan State Police will begin special holiday trattic 
patrols for the’Memorial Day weekend on Friday. May 23. Col. 
George L. Halverson, depariment director. has reported. 

Halverson noted that traffic accidents in the five maior holiday 
periods in Michigan last year claimed 91 lives, 20 of which occurred 
during the Memorial Day weekend. 

In the last five years, 1970-74, traffic deaths during the 
Memorial Day period have averaged 22, ranging from a high of 26 in 
1973 to a low of 20 in three of the years. In the other year, 1970. 
there were 24 deaths. 

The director said that Michigan traffic deaths so far this year 
are about five per cent less than in the comparable period last year.

The Bible teaches two ways a 
marriage may end, death or 
divorce. Both ways came about 
because of human sin and both 
were contrary to the perfect will 
of God. Though death and 
divorce shall both be destroyed 
by Jesus Christ someday, in 
this present life they are reali- 
ties with which we must deal. 
Death and divorce are alike in 
many ways; they both bring 
pain, heartache and destruction 
to a marriage relationship and 
family ties. They both come 
about as a direct effect of sin. 
Each partner should approach 
divorce with the same serious- 
ness thoy would view death, A 
scriptural divorce is permanent 
and it is an abomination for two 
persons who have been divorced 
to get remarried, Deuteronomy 
24:3,4. 

Jesus said that the perfect 
will of God for marriage is 
permanence, Matthew 19:4-6.

The social aspect 
involves the marriage license 
and ceremony and may vary 
from country to country. The 
sexual aspect involves sexual
